DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
cited neither teaches nor suggest a composition for consumption, said consumption 
comprising an isolated viable lactic acid microorganism, an enzyme synthesized by said 
microorganism and an exopolysaccharide (EPS) product of said enzyme; wherein said 
microorganism is Lactobacillus sakei strain 570, and wherein said enzyme is glycosyl 
transferase enzyme, fructosyl transferase enzyme or glucan sucrase enzyme capable of 
polymerising sucrose and/or lactose and/or stacchyose, and/or raffinose and/or 
verbascose. 

Conclusion 

2. Claims 1, 2, 7-9, 13-22, 24, 27-29, 32-34 and 44-48 are allowed.
